Increase of Salary

Fourteen in Operation — Ontario 
Would Discontinue Licenses 
—Gov’t Disagrees 


| OTTAWA, April 1.—-The Dominion 
government is considering some ac- 
tion in regard to the liquor situation 
at Kenora arising out of the fourteen 
bonded warehouses for liquor now in 
operation there. The matter has been 
| discussed in council but no conclusion 
j has been arrived at. 

| The question is whether to continue 
or not the system whereby in licens- 
ing such warehouses the consent of 
the province should be secured. Such 
an arrangement was entered into in 
1916 in connection with the enforce- 
ment of the war measure of prohibi- 
tion. Ontario wou'd discont’nue the 
warehouses at Kenora, according to 
a statement made in official efrcles 
here today, and has @o intimated to 
tho, government. 
Some of the cabinet are favorable 
to being guided by the will of the 
province, while others incline to the 
view that the matter is an essential 
one that relates to the inland revenue 
| Aoperment and with which the proy- 
ince has nothing whatever to do.

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Wagon Road, Peace River 
To Vermilion. 


All eyes are turned towards the 
Peace river country. The fact 
that Peace River has abundance 
of wheat oats and hay while the 
more southerly parts of the pro- 


vince are short, is onough ‘to en- 
sure a large movement of people 
northward in the spring. The 
Peace river is a vast territory, but 
not all of it is available to im- 
mediate settlement, as were the 
great plains of southern and cen- 
tral Alberta. Tho more attrac- 
tive areas are separated from each 
other by less attractive—that is 
wooded—country. Peace river 
prairie, the Spirit river, the Pouce 
Coupee and the Grande prairie 
are each very attractive, but in 
large measure the more desirable 
sections are already accupied. If 
the large number of new settlers 
now in prospect are to find room, 
other newer, and more distant 
areas must be exploited. Hither- 
to the country up stream from 
Peace river town has drawn most 
attention, Hereafter in larger and. 


larger measure new settlers will 
have to look to the down stream 
country for locations. 

The Vermilion district is the| 
largest stretch of presently attrac- 
tive country now readily acces- 
sible. During the summer that dis- 
trict is readily reached from the 
end of steel at Peace river town 
by steamer, .flat-boat, raft or 
canoe. But the return trip is a} 
difficult matter. The direct land| 
distance from Peace river town to 
Vermilion is between 175 and 200 
miles. By river it is considerably 
more. At present the river is the 
only traffic route. In order to look 
over the country with a view to 
securing suitable locations, pros- 
pective settlers must have horse 
transport; preferably team and 
wagon, It is a comparatively easy 
matter to get down stream to any 
part of the river front of the Ver- 
milion district between Carcajou 
Point and the Chutes, a distance of 
about 150 miles, From Cacrajou 
Point to the Chutes, and north- 
westerly to the H.B. Co-, post on 
Hay river, wagons can be used. 
But between Keg river and Peace 
river town, there is only a pack 
trail, not passable with wagons, 
and not too well adapted even for 
pack travel or the driving of loose} 
stock. If the prospector takes his) 
wagon and team down to Carcajou 
Point or Vermilion by raft—as he 
can—he must bring them back by 
steamer, or not at all. If he could) 
have his choice of either paying) 
steamer charges or driving over) 
land, his position would be great-| 
ly improved, and land prospecting| 
would be correspondingly facilitat-| 
ed and encouraged.

Three forks of the Battle have to 
be crossed ; but the fords are good 
and bridges are not an urgent 
necessity—except of course during 
a period of high water. From the 
Whitemud to the south fork of 
the Battle is thirty to thirty-five 
miles. Part of this distance is 
quite difficult, but the settlement 
already established on the Battle 
river prairie and its future de- 
velopment urgently calls for the 
opening of a summer road to Peace 
river town, At present there is 
winter access by sleigh road. But 
in summer, freight is taken in by 
steamer to Battle river Landing, 
and there by twenty miles of trail 
through woods to the prairie. Of 
course there is a summer pac 
trail. But there is urgent need of 
@ summer wagon road, if the 
settloment is to have a fair chance 
to progress, The land distance 
from Peace river town to Battle 
river prairie is about 60 miles, 
From the north fork of Battle 
river, on the north side of the 
prairie, to Keg river is forty to 
fifty miles. The country is wood- 
ed, and near Keg river post the 
trail passes. over hilly country, 
that would be defficult for a wagon 
road. But it is understood that 
further eastward and nearer the 
Peace the country is more level, 
less heavily wooded, and more 
suitable for road construction. 
Keg river and the prairie that 
lies beyond it is the natural ob- 
ective of a road northward from 
Peace river town. Beyond Keg 
river, besides the trails to Ver- 
milion and to Hay river, there is 
enough open country to permit of 
wheeled travel by land prospect- 
ors for long distances towards 
the northward and eastward. 
To the north westward lie 
the Great Hay lakes, at a di- 
rect distance of about 75 miles. 
There are Indian pack ‘trails from 


the post to the lakes, but rfo wag-| 


on trail. The Chiuchaga branch of 
Hay river passes within six miles 
of Keg river post, and ‘is*large 
enough for canoe navigation; so 
that a canoe could be taken down 
the Chiuchago which enters Hay 
river about twenty miles below 
the most easterly ofthe lakes. The 
Hay lakes will no doubt be the 
obective of many prospecting stock 
men during the coming summer: 
A wagon trail to Keg river is an 
urgent necessity if the vast ton- 
nage produced by the meadows of 
the Great Hay lakes, and now 
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anda half months winter before it 
began, and if the scarcity of feed 
had not been playing havoc with 
the live stock and driving the 
farmers to distraction and the cost 
of living steadily upward. That
